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New  orders  for  manufactured  products  in 
August  decreased  1.7  percent  or  $1.0  billion  to 
$56.1  billion  from  $57.1  billion  in  July,  after 
seasonal  adjustment.  Shipments  declined  0.2 
percent  or  $100  million  to  $56.9  billion.  The 
backlog  of  unfilled  orders  declined  $800  million 
to  $83.4  billion  from  $84.2  billion  at  the  end  of 
July.  Manufacturers'  inventories  increased  $100 
million  to  $98.3  billion  at  the  end  of  August. 

For  the  three  months  ending  with  August,  the 
average  change  in  new  orders  represents  an 
increase  of  0.6  percent  compared  with  an  increase 
of  0.3  percent  for  the  three  months  ending  with 
May  and  a  decrease  of  0.7  percent  for  the  three 
months  ending  with  February. 

NEW  ORDERS 

New  orders  for  durable  goods  at  $30.6  billion 
decreased  2.7  percent  or  $800  million  from  July. 
New  orders  in  the  transportation  industry  declined 
$500  million  to  $7.6  billion  while  the  machinery 
industries  declined  $400  million  to  $9.1  billion. 
New  orders  for  fabricated  metals  increased  $300 
million  to  $3.5  billion. 

Among  the  supplementary  series,  new  orders 
for  defense  products  declined  $1.2  billion  to  $1.9 
billion,  following  a  substantial  increase  in  July. 
Orders  for  producers'  capital  goods  decreased 
$300  million  to  $6.1  billion  while  household 
durables  remained  virtually  unchanged  at  $2.0 
billion. 


The  data  for  August  and  prior  months  in 
this  report  are  based  on  a  revision  of  the 
monthly  series  largely  due  to  bringing  the 
seasonal  adjustment  factors  up  to  date.  The 
same  factors  were  used  for  the  August  advance 
report  for  durable  goods.  The  revised  figures 
for  1961  through  June  1970,  the  new  seasonal 
factors,  and  other  technical  data  will  be  pub- 
lished on  October  8  in  a  report  entitled 
Manufacturers'  Shipments,  Inventories,  and 
Orders:    1961-1970,  Series  M3-1.2.

SHIPMENTS 

Shipments  of  durable  goods  remained  virtually 
unchanged  at  $31.3  billion  while  shipments  of 
nondurables  declined  $100  million  to  $25.6  billion. 
An  increase  of  $200  million  in  shipments  of 
transportation  equipment  was  offset  by  slight 
declines  in  most  other  durable  goods  industries. 
Among  the  nondurable  goods  industries,  the 
pattern  was  mixed. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS 

Unfilled  orders  of  durable  goods  at  $80.5 
billion  were  $800  million  below  the  backlog  at  the 
end  of  July.  The  transportation  equipment 
industry  declined  $400  million  to  $28.1  billion. 
The  nonelectrical  machinery  industry  declined 
$300  million  to  $15.9  billion  and  the  electrical 
machinery  industry  $200  million  to  $13.3  billion. 
In  the  fabricated  metals  industry,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  backlog  increased  $200  million  to  $10.9 
billion. 

INVENTORIES 

Inventories  in  the  durable  goods  industries 
increased  $100  million  to  $65.2  billion  at  the  end 
of  August  while  those  in  the  nondurable  goods 
industries  remained  unchanged  at  $33.2  billion. 
At  the  all  manufacturing  level,  finished  goods 
inventories  increased  $150millionwhilematerials 
and  supplies  and  work  in  process  each  declined 
slightly. 

The  figures  on  the  durable  goods  industries  in 
this  report  supersede  those  issued  earlier  in  the 
advance  report  on  durable  goods.  The  advance 
report  is  based  on  a  tabulation  of  early  reports 
and  is  limited  to  statistics  on  shipments,  new 
orders,  and  unfilled  orders  for  a  few  broad 
industry  categories.  The  present  report  is  based 
on  more  complete  reporting,  but  the  estimates  are 
also  considered  preliminary.  Final  figures  will 
appear  as  historical  data  in  the  report  to  be 
published  for  next  month.  The  advance  report  on 
durable  goods  for  September  is  scheduled  for 
release  on  October  21  and  the  full  report  is 
scheduled  for  release  on  October  30,  1970. 

For  an  explanation  of  terms  used  in  this  report 
see  appendix  following  table  5.

Defense  products  industries  (old  series)  -  Based  on  reports  for  companies  classified  in  the  communication  equipment,  complete 
aircraft,  aircraft  parts,  and  ordnance  industries.   (Thus,  this  series  includes  significant  amounts  of  nondefense  work  in  these 
Industries  and  omits  defense  work  pertormed  in  the  ship  building  industry.) 

Defense  products  (new  series)  -  Based  on  separate  reports  on  defense  work  filed  by  large  defense  contractors  in  the  following 

industries:   ordnance,  communications,  complete  aircraft,  aircraft  parts,  and  ship  building.  Thus,  it  differs  from  the  old  series 
in  that  it  includes  defense  activity  in  ship  building  and  excludes  nondefense  work  in  ordnance,  communications,  complete 
aircraft,  and  aircraft  parts.   The  data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  of  Defense-Oriented 
Industries,  for  the  specified  industries.
